Subject: — Review on the annual report of the City Police, 
Hyderabad far 1351 Fasli. 

During the year under review, which from the point of 
view of public peace was marred throughout India by distur- 
bances caused owing to the Satyagraha movement, the City 
Police succeeded in maintaining public tranquillity in Hyderabad, 
where the number of persons attracted by the Movement was 
onlj; nominal. 

Communal relations were hardly ruffled, though there were 
some traces of industrial unrest resulting from a scarcity of 
foodstuffs and other necessaries of life. 

It is satisfactory to note that in a city like Hyderabad, 
which- has' an area of 34.57 sq. miles and a population of about 
^ix lakhs, the total mjmber of cognizable cases fell from 26,324 
in 1360 F. to 21,434, a decrease of 4,870. The number of offences 
against person and property or property only during the year 
was 394, against 331 in 1350 F. 

Offences against the rules for the regulation of traffic and 
the preservation of order in public places showed a marked de- 
crease, the comparative figures for 1351 and 1350 F. being 16,815 
and 21,131 respectively. The number of road accidents also 
declined by 95 from 273 to 174, this gratifying reduction, though 
of course it reflects the effect of petrol rationing on the volume 
of fast traffic, is also partly attributable to improved traffic con- 
trol. , 

The number of accidental fires was 24 (25) though the 
damage caused was greater being Rs. 34,616 (Rs. 3,937). 

The Department continued the work of raising the percent- 
age of literacy in the Police force, which rose from 54.18 to 
61.66 per cent. Full attention was given to the physical and 
recreational training of the force, with the result of increased 
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efficiency and a better understanding between the Police and the 
Public. 

Co-operation between the Police and the A.R.P., and the 
relations between the Police and the Magistracy were also com- 
mendable. 

Government places on record its appreciation of the work 
done by Nawab Rahmat Yar Jung, who remained in charge of the 
Department as Commissioner of the City Police throughout the 
year. The effectiveness of the Force as an instrument for main- 
taining the public peace was effectively shown by the prompt 
subsidence of efforts* to follow the lea4 given by the Congress 
agitation in British India, alien though such agitation was to the 
whole tradition of Hyderabad. Government also notes with 
pleasure the names of officers who were decorated during the 
year.

It did not, as far 
as the City of Hyderabad was concerned, result into any acts of 
violence or sabotage.

This year,_ there is a net increase of 29 cases under this class. 
The increase is mainly due to action under the Defence of Hyder- 
abad Eules, consequent on the Satyagraha Campaign launched 
by the local Congressites following Mr. Gandhi’s “ Quit India ” 
move. 

Offences relating to coins and stamps, rioting and unlawful 
assembly show a slight increase, the figures being 6 as against 
nil, 4 as against 2 respectively.

This year, there is a net decrease of 37 cases under this class. 
The decrease is more pronounced in offences relating to causing 
grievous hurt by rash act, attempt at and abetment of suicide 
and voluntarily causing grievous hurt with dangerous weapons, 
the figures being 19 as against 41, 16 as against 27 and 2 as 
against 9 respectively. Offences relating to murder, culpable 
homicide, rape, causing death by rash act, voluntaiily causing 
grievous hurt, forcing for unlawful sexual intercourse and out- 
raging modesty of women show a slight decrease. There is an 
increase in offences relating to attempt at mui’der, unnatural 
offence^ and kidnapping or abducting a person from lawful 
guardianship. The decrease in certain offences on the one hand 
and the increase in certain offences on the other, is not attribut- 
able to any specific reasons but is perhaps due to the normal 
tendency of fluctuation pure and simple. Out of 162 cases re- 
ported, 145 cases proved to be true. One hundred and forty-four 
cases involving 183 persons were traced and one hundred and 
twenty-eight cases involving 162 persons \vere sent up to the

There is a net increase of 63 cases under this class this year. 
This is mainly due to present economic stress, scarcity of food- 
stuffs, etc. Cases of burglary have increased by 66 which, I 
think is quite a negligible figure in view of the circumstances 
mentioned.

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There is a net deci’ease of 71 cases under this class this year. 
The decrease is moi’e marked in offences relating to causing 
hurt by act endangering life or safety of others, the figures 
being 174 as against 2B4. This is mainly due lo improved 
traffic conditions and perhaps also to the fact that there are now 
fewer motor vehicles on the i-oad due to petrol i-ationing. Out of 
267 cases reported, 254 proved to be true.

There has been a net increase of 24 cases under this class 
this year. Offences relating to criminal breach of trust, crimin- 
al trespass or house trespass and cheating show a decrease. 
There is an increase in offences relating to theft, theft of orna- 
ments from the person of children and cattle theft. The in- 
crease in thefts is attributable, as stated elsewhere, to present 
economic stress, scarcity of food-stuffs, etc. Out of 967 cases 
reported, 943 proved to be true. Six hundred and sixty cases 
were traced including 35 cases pending investigation at the close 
of the year.

CRIMINAL Investigation Department. 

28. (a) Crime Branch . — The strength of the Branch remain- 
ed unchanged during the year. 

Of the 178 cases dealt with by the Bi'anch, all were traced. 
Twenty-one cases were transferred to other jurisdictions and 
23 cases were under investigation at the close of the year. One 
hundred and thirty-four cases were sent up to the Court for 
trial. The court_ decided 85 cases, 82 of which ended in con- 
viction and 3 in dismissal. Forty-nine cases were pending trial 
at the close of the year,

Assistance was also given by the Branch to the Divisional 
Police in all important and serious crimes and joint enquiries 
were successfully carried out in many cases. 

(5) Special Branch. — Mr. Syed Majeedullah, H. C. S., 
Deputy Commissioner, was in charge of this Branch through- 
out the year. The Branch had a very strenuous and exacting 
tirne during the year, as in previous ones, inasmuch as the ad- 
ditional burden imposed by war continued to increase in weight. 
The initiation of the Satyagraha Movement by the workers of 
the now defunct State Congress on Meher 5, 1351 F., though on 
a modest scale, meant a great deal of anxiety and stress for the 
Branch. 

In accordance with Government’s instructions, a detailed re- 
port on the working of the Branch has been sent up separately. 

PART IV. 

Reforms and Internal Security. 

29. (a) Reforms.— The drive to instil a high degree of road- 
sense in the public continued vigorously during the year and 
great stress was laid both on the physical and recreational 
training of the force. Though, in view of better conditions of 
army service and other factors arising out of the present war 
situation, it was found difficult to attract the right type of men 
to the Police force — I mean literate men with good physique — 
every effort was made to maintain the standard of literacy and 
physical fitness of the force. 

In spite of the fact that the Police had their hands full on 
account of increased work in almost every sphere of their activ- 
ity, various reforms affecting the internal administration of the 
department, discipline, etc., were introduced. 

(6) Internal Security. 

(i) Special Police . — The question of providing 
Civic Guards for the City of Hyderabad on the lines of some of 
the British Indian towns was thoroughly examined by me at

the instance of Government and I had submitted a comprehen- 
sive scheme for the raising of an Auxiliary Defence Guard. 
Owing to the fear that these Civic Guards may deteriorate into 
what may be called organized communal camps, Government 
decided to empower me to raise 2,000 Special Police under the 
Hyderabad City Police Act instead. Out of this sanctioned 
number, a force of 1,040 Special Police as detailed below has 
been raised under a moi’e or less voluntary system ; —

(ii) A. R. P. — The duties and responsibilities of the 
Police in connection with A. R. P. — an additional burden im- 
posed on them by war — ^need not be dilated upon. Suffice it to 
say that the A. R. P. Services rely greatly on the full co-oper- 
ation of the Police force to enable them to carry out their work 
efficiently. Necessary steps have been taken to ensure close 
liaison of the Police force with the A. R. P. Services. 

(i'ii) Arms. — In recent years, the City Police have 
been equipped with 500.410 muskets which have replaced the 
old Henry Martinis and muzzle-loaders. Steps are being taken 
to provide the City Police with an extra number of 1,000 
.410 muskets. 

{iv) Mechanization. — As the Government are aware, 
a beginning has been made towards the mechanization of the 
City Police force by the provision of 4 extra buses, 11 motor 
cycles and 270 bicycles. This, if it cannot be termed mechaniz- 
ation in its proper sense, has nevertheless gone a long way to- 
wards improvirrg the mobility of the force., 

(r) Armed Police Gruards. — ^Armed Police Guards 
have been mounted at certain important and protected places 
as a security measure. 

{yi) Tear Smoke Squad. — ^The City Police Force has 
been provided, during the year, with a Tear Smoke Squad train- 
ed at Phillaur at a total cost of B.G. Rs. 14,500 including equip- 
ment, munition, etc. The squad, at present, consists of 1 Sub- 
Inspector, 2 Head Constables and 12 Constables. Its suitability 
has already been tested against unruly mobs both in Hyderabad 
and Secunderabad in connection with the Satyagraha Move- 
ment. ' , 

Steps are being taken to form another Tear Smoke Squad. 

(vii) Co-ordmation of Nazm-<e-Jamiat Arabs and 
(My Police,. — A scheme has been drawn up in consultation with 
the Commander, Regular Forces, for maintaining co-ordination 
between the Arab Forces stationed in the city and the Police 
Force, 



i'viii) Effect of the ’present War-tmic conditions on 
crime a/nd offences relating to coins, etc. 

(а) The brown-out conditions now prevailing m the city 
have not led to any increase in crime. If there was any tendency 
towards an increase, it has been counterbalanced by the pro- 
per manning of beats, night patrols and the adoption of other 
preventive measures. 

(б) Police have taken action in about a dozen cases of 
price control, but now the Price Controller has been provided by 
Government with a separate establishment for dealing with this 
category of offences.
